It is desireable that the examiner oretty remind the applicant of his obHgation to record the substance of the interview in each case unless both applicant and 
examineragree that the examiner will record same. Where the examiner agrees to record the substance of the interview, or when it is adequately recorded on the 
Form or in an attachment to the Form, the examiner should check a box at the bottom of the Form informing the applicant that he need not supplement the Form bv 
submitting a separate record of the substance of the Interview.

If the 
claims are allowable for other reasons of record, the examiner should send a letter setting forth his or her version of the statement attributed lo him If the record is 
complete and accurate, the examiner should place the Indication -Interview record OK" on the paper recording the substance of the Interview along with the date and 
the examiner's initials. 
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
